SITUATION IN RUSSIA. 


The political situation in Russia at 
Present may be summarized as fol- 
lows: The Imperial Duma, both the 
upper and lower houses, has demanded 
the overthrow of the autocracy and 
the introduction of Hberal govern- 
ment, which would make Russia, un- 
der the constitutional rule of the Czar, 
as free a country as Ensland or 
France. The Czar’s answer to this 
demand, embodied in a document al- 
ready known in Russia as Our Magna 
Charta.“ was to dissolve the Duma, 
forbid the meeting of popular repre- 
sentatives anywhere in Russia, and 
take military precautions against up- 
risings.. There matters rested at the 
end of 1915, with a revolutionary agi- 
tation going on at one end of the po- 
litical ladder and at the other a move- 
ment amonk the terrified governing 
class to persuade the Czar to abolish 
all vestiges of popular control, execute 
all the popular leaders and announce 
his intention to rule henceforth by the 
sword. 

There were nine parties in the Duma 
when war broke out, ranging all the 
way from revolutionary members, who 
were later sent to Siberia, to those 
members of the “extreme right” who 
are now holding meetings urging the 
execution of most of their colleagues. 
In describing the monarchical con- 
gteas which has just been meeting at a 
time when all other conferences are 
prohibited, these ultra-loyalists de- 
scribed all classes of society in Russia 
excepting their own as “retting, Jew- 
ridden, engaged in the seizure of au- 
thority, lost for Russia, traitors, reb-

MILITARY INCAPACITY. 


Criticiem of the incapacity of gen- 
erals, the appalling results of grafting 
on army contracts and of favoritism 
in political appointments was rife in 
the Duma from the very beginning of 
the war.

“Southwestern theater: The disarm- 
ing of the Montenegrin army, Which 
is a preliminary condition for further 
peace negotiations, is proceeding. For 
this purpose the Austrian troops, re- 
training from all hostile acts, have be- 
gun a march into the interior. 

“The Motenegrin soldiers, when 
meeting our detachments, must sur- 
render. If they surrender .without 
offering resistance, they will be al- 
lowed to retain their villages and re- 
sume their civilian Occupations. Those 
offering resistance will be forcibly 
destroyed or marched off as prisoners 
of war.

PERSIA PUZZLE 


REMAINS UNSOLVED. 


(BY A. r. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—The State 
Department virtually has abandoned 
hope of determining what destroyed 
the British steamship Persia, sunk in 
the Mediterranean with a loss of at 
least two American lives. 

Austria-Hungary and Germany have 
disclaimed responsibility for the dis- 
aster, and aifidavits of surviving pas- 
sengers being inconclusive, .but one 
avenue remains open. This is through 
the British government, which had in 
its possession affidavits from members 
of the crew. The affidavits were 
turned over to a British consular rep- 
resentative at Alexandria, Egypt,. and 
were forwarded to London. The State 
Department has not yet been advised 
that the documents have reached their 
destination, 

It is known that the Persia's crew 
was on the lookout for submarines 
for some time prior to the explosion 
which sank the ship, and the State 


the cause of the disaster is an un- 
solvable mystery until the contents of 
the crew’s affidavits are known. The 
opinion prevails, however, that if con- 
clusive proof that the Persia was tor- 
pedoed was contained in the affidavits, 
mention of the fact would have been 
made before this time by the British 
government. 

A rejoinder to Austria’s latest reply 
regarding the Ancona case has been 
held up pending the possible receipt 
of more information regarding the 
Persia. Officials consider that there is 
a possibility the situation may yet so 
develop as to warrant mention of the 
Persia in the rejoinder but the Ancona 
negotiations probably will not be de- 
layed much longer on that account. 

The State Department tonight had 
heard only through press dispatches 
of the disclaimer regarding the Per- 
sia delivered to Ambassador Penfield 
by the Vienna Foreign Office. A dis- 
patch from the Ambassador momen- 
tarily was expected, however.

CONDITIONS UNBEARABLE. 

Conditions became so unbearable 
that he could not remain in the Mexi- 
can state with his family, Trumbo de- 
clared in his statement in explaining 
his departure from Mexico.

“My name is A. J. Trumbo and for 
eleven months I have been employed 
by the Indiana-Oaxaca Mining Com- 
pany, with headquarters at Mina El 
Carmine.

Trumbo said the 
people of Oaxaca wanted to turn the 
state over to some established gov- 
ernment and had sent a deputation to 
Gen. Carranza.

control over the “equipment of the 
army.“ and hence over the finances 
necessary for carrying on the war. 
This was the point of the struggle 
between Charles I and his Parliament 
over who should govern England. 

As has been said, the Czar dissolved 
the Duma when the “Block” was 
formed and the “Magna Charta“ 
drawn up. For several days an out- 
break was feared; a general strike 
began in many cities, and even muni- 
tion workers went out. Troops had 
been concentrated in Petrograd and 
Moscow before the dissolution was an- 
nounced, and nothing happened. The 
striking workers, urged by their lead- 
ers to go back for the sake of the 
army at the front, returned to work 
and of their own accord put on so 
much overtime that in a week they 
were able to boast that their protest 
had not cost the army a single shell 
or overcoat. 

During the succeeding weeks, and 
up to the present time, the autocracy 
has played for delay. It was an- 
nounced, when the “Block” was 
formed and the Duma dismissed, that 
the prorogation was temporary and 
that Parliament would be reconvened 
November 80. During Névember the 
provincial parliaments unanimously 
backed up the action of the Block“ 
in the Duma, and a great congress 
of Zemstvos in Moscow was called for 
December. There is little doubt that 
if such a congress had met it would 
have attempted to bring pressure on 
the government to recénvene the 

ma, and the congress has been or- 
dered “indefinitely ned.” 

The opinion of Liberals that the 

r had no intention of calling the 
Duma together was justified when, on 
November 30, the. government again 
postponed the session. The pretext 
given was that the budget commission 
of the lower house had not prepared 
its reports in time. What happened 
was that the government dumped 
fifty-two estimates on the commission 
for consideration a month later than 
they are usually submitted, and only 
a few weeks before the Duma was to 
meet. The commission, as M. Rodzi- 
anko, president of the Duma, coura- 


geously announced, discovered a little 
error of $75,000,000 in the govern- 


ment's accounts and accordingly added 
that sum to the deficit. The Czar 
ordered M. Rodzianko to report to him 
as soon as the budget commission was 
ready to report, and this was done, but 
the reassembly of the Duma is still 
being put off on various pretexts con- 
cerning the ifregularity of the pro- 
cedure of the budget commission. 

Meanwhile, during December, the 
sinister monarchist congresses have 
been meeting in Moscow and Nishni 
Novgorod. They consist of supporters 
of the existing regime, and the reac- 
tionary Minister of the Interior, M. 
Khvostoff, sent them his compli- 
ments when they met, while the Czar 
received from representatives of these 
congresses an address urging him to 
maintain the autocracy “as the sole 
means of saving the country from the 
rising tide of revolution.” 

ALLIANCE WITH GERMANY. 

The leaders of the monarchist or- 
Sanizations were in favor of an al- 
Hance with Germany before the war, 
and are thought to still cherish the 
Same aim. Their leader, M. Makla- 
koff, urges the total suppression of 

press during the war. The con- 
gresses petitioned the Czar to entire- 
ly abolish all constitutional pledges 
=~ in the past. They pointed out 

the address to the throne that the 
demands of the parliamentary “Block” 
are inadmissible because of the neces- 
sity for “guarding the buttresses of 
Russian public life,” and that the me- 
morial of the Duma “is in insolent dis- 
respect of the supreme authority and 
directed to the usurpation of the 
prerogatives of the monarch.” In any 
case, the congresses urged, this is no 
time to raise issues affecting domestic 
politics. 

Far more important than the atti- 
tude of the members of these con- 
Sresses, who are creatures of the 
autocracy and represent nobody ex- 
cepting the official claas, is the benevo- 
lence of the government toward their 
fiery sentiments of reaction. The Czar 
Was noncommittal when he received 
the address of the monarchists: but 
he would not receive at all the Mar- 
na Charta“ of the Duma. At the 
very time when the monarchists’ con- 
gresses were meeting with the good 
Wishes of the powerful Minister of the 
Interior, M. Khvostoff, forbade the con-

In this summary of the present sit- 
vation in Russia the personal attitude 
of the Czar has not been considered, 
and manifestly that is of the utmost 
Importance, Under Russian law, the 
Czar is the supreme boss, and can 
make peace or fight for a decade just 
as he likes. The career of the pres- 
ent monarch has shown that he is in 
sympathy with reactionaries who sur- 
round him and take good care that 
“dangerous” influences are not per- 
mitted to approach the royal presence. 
Judging from his past record, Rus- 
sian Liberals see no reason to suppose 
that the Emperor will yield anything 
to his subjects which he does not have 
to grant. They have little hope that 
he will of -his own accord become a 
constitutional monarch by accepting 
the demands made by the Duma, 

On the other hand, there are per- 
sonal reasons why thé leaders of the 
Duma have little fear that the Czar 
will make © with Germany be- 
fore she is beaten, despite the known 
anxiety of the court party to conclude 
an alliance with Germany agafnst the 
Liberal powers. 

When the war broke out, the Czar 
solemnly pledged his word to his peo- 
ple not to make peace “while a single

“He states that it is impossible to 
recruit more men than that,” Gen. 
McComb said, but that is only his 
opinion. He doesn’t know what he 
can do beyond that, for he has not 
tried.“ 

Judsing from his experience as a 
military observer in the Russo-Japa- 
nese War, Gen. McComb said most 
people utterly miscalculated the 
amount of training necessary for an 
infantry soldier. On the infantry, he 
said, depended the final outcome of 
any fight. He estimated it would take 
two years of five hours intensive work 
a day “to make what we call a good 
soldier.“

Freight to be Delivered Direct 
to Angeleno Importers. 


Mexican West Coast Quiet, but 
Interior is Disturbed. 


deep LOC ANGELES HARBOR, Jan. 22. 


—Extensive improvements are to be 
made by the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road on its wharves here to permit 
wharf delivery of freight direct to 
consignees without the necessity of 
switching it to the freight depot. This 
announcement comes to the San Pedro 
Chamber of Commerce from E. W. 
Clapp,. district freight agent in Los 
Angeles. 

This will save the switching charge 
of 25 cents per ton that has been 


charged for years and which has 
caused considerable complaint. As 
soon as the improvements are com- 
pleted trucks and wagons will be able 
to load freight at the wharf, receiving 
freight direct from the steamship 
companies instead of from the rail- 
road company. 

The Southern Pacific wharves are 
conceded to be the best berths in the 
harbor, but on account of the switch- 
ing charge considerable business has 
been diverted to other wharves. By 
making this concession and improv- 
ing the facilities for handling freight 
it is expected that much business will 
be held there that otherwise would 
be erted to other berths. 

CONDITIONS QUIET. 


The steamer Wapama of the Charles 
R. McCormick & Co. fleet arrived here 
today from Mazatlan and proceeded 
to San Francisco after discharging 
thirty-one passengers. Capt. Foldat 
reports that conditions are quiet on 
the West Coast and that there were 
no disturbances of any kind.

We want the pros- 
perity that tells of happiness and content 
and joy, and not the prosperity of grief and 
anguish and despair. Our present prosper- 
ity is the prosperity of misery and misfor- 
tune. It is the prosperity of murder and 
passion. Our present prosperity is human 
life measured in money. Our present pros- 
perity is coined from human hate, stained 
with human blood, mildewed with human 
tears, filled with human agony and despair, 
blackened with shattered hopes and ruined 
lives and marred with tragic human death. 
May this terrible truth be burned into the 
brain of the American people until no man 
will dare to boast of our battlefield pros- 


perity. 


ILL ALD NATIONS CHANGE? | 

Things will never be the same in any 

of the countries engaged in this (as the 

Crown Prince of Germany phrased it) most 
cruel and most idiotic of wars. 

Two or three full years of it, should the 


changes, fresh ideals, new aspirations, a 
different national spirit among all the peo- 
ples passing through the present waters of 
bitterness, and the change must color all 
civilization. In Germany, France and Eng- 
land, the countries that will be most hard 
hit by the war, the most interesting specu- 
lation is whether the spirit of these will 
be sufficiently strengthened to overcome 
the physical and material exhaustion. 

Germany will perhaps display a less no- 
ticeable change of national spirit than will 
her opponents. To the Teuton the state 
has long been a living soul to be regarded 
as men regard their individual souls—only 
more entirely so, because it is a collective 
and national soul. Yet in Germany nothing 
will be just the same as in the spring of 
1914. | 
If humbled she will concentrate with 
greater vehemence on a closer regime of 
self-discipline. Each individual will be 
Spartan in his self-sacrifice for the strength- 
ening of the soul of the nation. With the 
Teuton arms generally victorious, to what 
exaltation the national spirit will blaze out 
no prophet, had he the power, would care 
to use it in such fearful forecasting. 

For the French the war has already de- 
veloped a new spirit, so startling that those

our needs giving due weight to mili- 
tary efficiency; time for installation 
and cost. The three general methods 
are naval force, mobile army, coast 
defenses, 

NAVAL DEFENSE. 


The first step in this case is to ob- 
tain a navy as no adequate force now 
exists here and we cannot with safe- 
ty depend upon a transfer in time of 
need from other points which may 
be in equal danger. At present there 
are opportunities for laying down not 
to exceed four dreadnaughts at yards 
on the Pacific Coast; from two to 
three years will be required for com- 
pletion and the cost will be about 
‘$15,000,00 each or $60,000,000 for 
the four. 

Add to this the necessary cruisers, 
scouts, torpedo boats, submarines and 
auxiliaries to make an efficient fight- 
ing unit and the cost of the complete 
fleet will be in the vicinity of $89,- 
000,000. Now this fleet which will. be, 
Say three years in building, is not 
over half that needed if the navy is 
to be our principal dependence, there- 
fore, if the construction is all done 
on this Coast at least five years and 
$160,000,000 will be required to pro- 
duce a proper fleet. 

The history of modern navies shows 
that the leading ship today will in 
ten years become a back number rele- 
gated to the second line of defense, so 
when the fleet under discussion is 
completed half of it will already be 
second class. It is clear that if we 
are looking for safety in this direc- 
tion our ipbuilding facilities must 
be greatly increased and battleships 
be continually on the way if we are 
to retain our tion. However, if 
the creation of ships were the only 

we could perhaps get along, 
but strategic considerations so modify 
the problem that a fleet cannot be 
confined to a given point to defend 
a specified place. 

While the result of the fleet ac- 
tivity is defensive so far as the coast 
is concerned its method of 
is offensive, for it must be free to at- 
tack the enemy at the most advan- 
tageous point and prevent the comsum- 
mation of his plans. The figh 
ships must all kept together, for 
history shows many defeats due to 
a division of the battle fleet, conse- 
quently the navy can repel an attack 
in but one place at a time. 

It will be aid that the necessity 
of concentration will affect the enemy 
equally and he can sustaiff an attack 
in but one place, which is true, but it 
must be remembered that the ob- 
jective of the enemy will be the land- 
ing of an army, which, because of the 
long distance from its base, must ac- 
company the fleet in transports; un- 
der such conditions a naval demon- 
stration to attract our battle fleet 
might be made at one point while 
the transports, under light convoy, 
made a lapding at a point far distant. 

All experience teaches that the navy 
should not be tied to the home ports 
for their defense, but on the contrary 
the ceast should furnish a protected 
base for the fleet from which it may 
sally forth in attack and to which it 
may return for a refuge or to repair 


and refit. 


PRESENT FORTIFICATIONS. 
Our strategists being fully aware of 
needs of the situation have build- 
ed as well as the means at their dis- 
posal will allow; the Panama Canal 
has been constructed in order that the 
fleet can mobilize in either ocean with 
perfect freedom. To carry out suc- 
cessfully their plans—the canal! 
which must be regarded as the cen- 
tral position should be so strongly 
fortified that it can be defended 
against any foe; the Atlantic and the 
Pacific coasta must have other means 
of defense than the navy, which the 
fortunes of war may place tempo- 
rarily in other fields, leaving the sea- 
board to conduct its direct defense. 
Further, these coasts must contain, 
behind sufficient fortifications, yards 
and docks in which the fleet may be 
quickly repaired and refitted and to 
which it may retire in case of dis- 
aster. From this brief outline it is 
clear that while our need of a proper 
fleet cannot be overestimated it must 
be a fleet for the entire United States, 
capable of concentrating at any point 
to repel an enemy; not separated into 
geographic units each necessarily in- 
ferior to the whole exposed to the 
— — 
annihilated. 
The efforts of the Pacific Coast, in 
addition to advocating proper addi- 


tions to the fleet, should be directed | at 


toward a plan for the local defense 
which not only will provide a port for 
the naval force but will be of suffi- 
clent strength to prevent the landing 
of a hostile army or if such landing 
is effected will confine {ts operations

DEFENSE BY THE ARMY. 


As above pointed out San Francisco 
and Puget Sound are at present the 
principal fortified points on our west- 
ern coast; batteries are also under 
construction at San Pedro and San 
Diego. If all these places were made 
impregnable from naval attack they 
would furnish shelter for our fleet 
when operating in the Pacific but 
without the fleet would in themselves 
be of little assistance in preventing 
invasion of our western dominion, for 
once beyond the range of their guns

Take the case of San a 
position of great natural strength 
jwhich has been so strongly fortified. 
This place will probably never suffer 
a naval attack for two reasons—first 
the small chance of success and sec- 
ond there would be no excuse for it 
when a landing can readily be made 
at Half Moon Bay some twenty to 
twenty-five miles to the south. From 
this latter point the place could be 
readily captured by a lend force as 
there are practically no defenses on 
the land side. 

The same fate awaits all the post- 
tions enumerated, under present con- 
ditions. In fact the general position 
of the Pacific States with their long 
coast line and the mountains but a 
short distance to the rear forcing lines 
of communication near the sea is one 
inviting attack with every chance of 
success unless we have a mobile army 
sufficient in numbers to cope with such 
a movement. 

Many of those who advocate a con- 
tinuation of our present indifference 
regarding self-defense, taking a rosy 
view of future relativns with the world 
at large, base their optimism upon the 
assumed efficiency of our citizen army, 
a rather mythical force supposed to 
appear when the wand of necessity is 
waved and dissolve into its civil pur- 
suits once the foe has been ‘iisposed 
of. In 1812 our dependence was 
largely upon a force of this kind and 
as a result the Capitol was sacked by 
a small British detachment. One such 
experience should be enough to cause 
our people to look the situation 
squarely in the eye, estimating the re- 
cruit at his face value—verv good 
raw material but requiring months 
and perhaps years to a fin- 
ished soldier. 


HIGH COST OF VICTORY. 

There is no doubt but in ‘ime of 

need the men of this country will 
gather for its defense m sufficient 
numbers to insure ultimate victory but 
if they come unprepared and, in the 
face of the enemy we must delay to 
teach them the business of war, then 
at what a price will viccory be pur- 
chased. 
„ The various plans proposed recently 
for a wider diffusion of military 
knowledge and the general training of 
our young men are good and must re- 
sult in much dene when the time 
comes but if we are to be prepared for 
real war the country must have a 
nucleus, at least, of a real army, and 
this can be obtained in but one way— 
increase in our regulzers.

Whether 
or not this force will be sufficient for 
our needs will depend upon the num- 
bers wffich it may be called upon to 
meet. 

With the large transports of high 
speed now available it is probable that 
an invader could place upon the Pa- 
cific Coast 200,000 trained men within 
five weeks from the declaration of war, 
assuming that he was prepared to 
strike immediately and that our navy 
was successfully eluded. If our army 
is increased we would in three years 
be prepared to repel such an invasion 
but at the present time we are not.

IN SAN DIEGO. 

Ir DIRECT WIRE—EXCLLEIVE DISPATCH.) 

SAN DIEGO, Jan. 22.—The big 
work of reconstruction following the 
damage done by the floods has been 
begun by County Supervisors, city 
officials, railroad companies and indi- 
viduals, and will require many weeks. 

Immediate relief for the hundreds 
of flood sufferers was the first thing 
undertaken here. Relief headquarters 
for the Little Landers have been 
opened in the Spreckels Building and 
tonight the fund had reached $1165, 
donated by residents of San Diego. In 
addition to this, food and clothes and 
tents have been rushed to the Little 
Landers colony at San Ysidro. 

William E. Smythe, the founder of 


heir the colony, stated that they plan to 


readj the land apportionment. as 
many of the farms of the Little Land- 
ers will be no more, they being eov- 
ered by sand and gravel or are in 
the bed of the Tia Juana River. 

Through the police headquarters 
more than fifty sufferers from the 
Mission Valley, who lost homes or 
stock and property, are being cared 
for by the city. A fund of $2000 for 
emergency was set aside for them by 
the city, and it is the plan of the offi- 
tials to procure work for the men un- 
in they can support their families. In 
the last day or two about 100 addi- 
tional peo 
the city have been found suffering. 
Some can never return to their farms, 
as their land was washed away by the 
waters of the San Diego River. 

Over $400,000 worth of damage was 
fone throughout the county to bridges 
and roads, and to rebuild these a bond 
lssue for this amount will be neces- 
sary.

lacks the touch of mastery that re- 
lates one theme to the universal, the 


one woman to all women. Everything. 


that the great writers create is like 
the sublime allegory of Job, which is 
every man’s argument of faith in an- 
Swer to every man's doubt. 


This plicity of form is impalpa- 
ble to all save the genius. As if the 
breath of mountains touched your 
cheeks, as if the urge of rivers moved 
in you, as if the breadth and bliss of 
skies enraptured you and held your 
spirit pulsing in their thrall, so come 
perceptions to these wondrous forms. 
They are the great nakedness—divin- 
ity uncovered and disclosed, the reve- 
lation and unveiling that our eyes can- 
not discern, the energy that outstrips 
the brain, that all of life beyond our 
contemplation which, through the 
mystery of love, finds sight and voice 
somewhere in the heart. Oh, whisper- 
ings from out that unseen world, sur- 
charging every master’s work, some- 
where in your heights there fies the 
gift of tongues, the stir of mighty 
wings—Jesus saying, “I have meat to 
sat that ye know not of;” Ibsen turn- 
ing in revolt frum a staggering, sense. 
struck, sensation-seeking world that 
would not be saved and hurling his 
“Master Builder’ from the shining 
steeple up there in the sun to fall as 
broken clay among the dead things at 
his feet. 


In approaching the world of letters“ 


and of drama the intelligent reader 
must discriminate between sick-mind- 
edness and inspiration, between inti- 
mation and revelation, between imag- 
ination and realization. 

First of all, it is important to choose 
between what is merely colorful and 
what is unctuous. The tragedy of those 
who lie and steal and cheat is not 80 
much in the fact that they do these 
things as it is that they are insulted if 
you do not credit them with the purest 
motives and the highest characters. 
These exotic spohists of literature de- 
mand that their hectic subtleties be ac- 
cepted as the shining truth of heaven. 
Ralph Hitchins hurls a creature like 
Bella nna on the stage and cries, 
“Rehold, I have unveiled woman!” 
That is false; he has only drawn one 
of these sick futurist agonies of a 
woman misconceived. 

So, then, the fact that Oscar Wilde 
finds in his ultimate humiliation a 
last opportunity to dramatize a dis- 
torted personality will not deceive you 
into the acceptance that “De Pro- 
fundis” is the cry of a brgken and 
contrite heart. The flaming ‘words of 
a’Annunzi6, with the treachery of 
their perfumed splendor, will not de- 
ceive you into accepting this flowered 
emptiness as possessing the substance 
of a burning message. 

On the other hand, the fact that 
Baudelaire was never so steeped in the 
fumes of an opiate that he did not re- 
main the superlative artist will not 
blind you to the rarified forms of his 
expression, nor yet persuade you to 
accept for soundness or strength those 
visions 


which came to him with the 


hideous clarity of insomnia and broken 


nerves. 
In the wizardry and the black magic. 


of Poe's inventions in short stories you 
may seem to find the dregs of his bit- 
ter cup, but the song of sweetness 
which ascended from the deathless 
spirit of posey incarnate within him 
you will not decry. 

You will not be blinded by equations 
of personality for which there is no 
accounting. Hence you will not neg- 


lect the sweet sanity of Robert Louis, 


Stevenson, though it came from a 
broken body, nor will you doubt the 
inspired vigor and the breadth of vi- 
sion of Walt Whitman, although he 
became so subjective that his deep 
contemplation ended in physical pa- 
ralysis. 

All of us know the joy of those first 
intimations that come to a man or 
a woman between the ages of 18 and 
28, when we feel that we know what 
our lives are to mean to the world and 
when we seem to recognize the por- 
tions of truth it has been given us to 
express. Some of us know how these 
intimations are followed in later years 
by a glory of revelation that seems for- 
ever beyond the hope of personal ex- 
perience. Such intimations we find in 
the early works of all the writers of 
promise. J. M. Barrie has thrown the 
charm of this silver vell over every- 
thing he does. We find it in Gals- 
worthy’s “The Little Dream.” In fle- 
tion we find it abounding in such 
books as Will Levington Comfort’s 
“She Buildeth Her House.” and in 
“Rutledge Rides Alone,” by the same 
author. 

This becomes revelation in writers 
of more maturity. Two kinds of reve- 
lation leave the author himself uncon- 
scious. One is the sort discovered ir 
the books of Marie Corelli. which 
seem clearly to be voices within a 
voice, probably leaving the writer an 
unknowing instrument. The other ig 
where a man chooses.a fine, bolt 
form and there seems to be an inrush 
of wisdom and power for its fulfillment 
that is often quite beyond his own per- 


80 attainment, as may be the case 
in les Rann Kennedy's The Idol 
Breakers.” 


As for imagination as opposed to 
realization, we see it in Dante and 
Milton. Realization we have abun- 
dantly, and with precious simplicity in 
the gospel of St. John, when he 
“Let not your hearts be troubled; ye 
believe in God, believe also in me.” 
Kant in his consuming intellectualism 
may present with flawless logic his 
pronouncement of the allness of truth 
(of which there innumerable and 
sadly limited imitations,) and St. Paul 
may present the architectural gran- 
deur of matchless theology, but John 
says, “In the beginning was the Word, 
and the Word was with God, and the 
Word was God.“ and all the fabric of 
our philosophies may not stand against 
this essence of realization. Some books 
possess all of these qualities to a de- 
gree, as in “Fenris the Wolf,” and in 
“The — Bell.“ These books en- 
compass pure phil 
immortal. 

And so the world’s dreamers mar-

MOTOR TRUCKS PERFORM 
SERVICE DURING STORM. 


IGHLAND, Jan. 22.—A wonder- 
ful demonstration of the value 
of the automobile truck in 

modern business and living was given 


during the storm of the tages which 
tied up raſlroad traffic all parts 
of the San Bernardino Valles and in 
Southern California. Many commu- 
nities, and considerable property, were 
served by the trucks 2 were 
invaluable in repairing the mage 
and getting aid to the outlying dis- 
tricts in distress.
